PEACHES AND APPLES. 


The Damage Much Less Than was 


Expected. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.— -The queation, 


of how much injury was caueed by the 
severe weather in May to peaches and 
apples will be dealt with in a short ar- 
ticle in the June crop report which will 
bo issued by the agricultural depart- 
ment. Tho damage wits much lees than 
was anticipated. 


The report will say: The firat report 


of the aeation relative to the condition of 
peaches is decidedly more favorable 
than that received in June, 1804. Only 
two Bt&tes of primary importance huve 
a ow condition, namely, Ohio 22 per 
cent and Michigan 50 per cent, while 
Maryland is the only remaining state 
with a percentage lees than 70, the con- 
dition there being 03. Of the states 
of secondary commercial importance, 
namely, North Carolina, Florida, Mia- 
eouri, Texas, Arkansas, Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, Indiana aud Illinois, three (Ken- 
tucky, Indiana and Illinois) have tho 
oweat figures, 35, 29 and 55 respect- 
ively, while in the others percentages 
range from 72 in Missouri to 100 in Ari- 
zona. In 1894, 13 out of the 21 states in 
the above classes had percentages below 
10 per cent. 


With reference to npplea the report 


will say: Tho general condition of ap- 
5es June 1st is higher than on the same 


ate in 1894. The New England states, 


New York, Pennsylvania, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota and Iowa arc im- 
portant exceptions to thia general condi- 
t on. The frosts of May have done much 
damage, although, as is usually the re- 
sult, the orchards in favored situations, 
even in districts eufferini: most, have ap- 
parently escaped injury. It is too early 
to determine how great the damage from 
the cold weather will be. Often tho full 
effects of such spells are only realized 
after the excessive dropping of fruit in 
June have left orchards nearly bare. As 
the conditions staled June 1st, however, 
they indicate, except in states cited 
above, a crop running from good to ex- 
cellent.

PASSAGE OP LAWS TO VKOTEGT 


NEWSPAl'EUS UKtiED. 


Tho President Instructed to Petition 


Leg-isl at urea for the Passage 


of a General Libel Law. 


I'liii.AnKM'iiiA, June 12. — The conven- 


tion of the International League of Press 
Clubs today adopted a resolution of- 
fered by Charles Emery Smith of the 
Philadelphia preaa urging the various 
press clubs of the league to work ener- 
getically to secure from the legislature 
of tho several states the passage of laws 
to protect newspapermen in preservinc 
inviolate confidential information com- 
municatud to them in tho ordinary 
course of their duties. 


Speaking as a newspaper proprietor, 


Mr. Smith said that if hu had correctly 
observed tho young men about him 
there was not o'.ie worthy member in 
the newspaper profession who would not 
rather rot in jail than to betray his con- 
fidence. 


John H. Lowe of Philadelphia offered 


n resolution relative to libol laws{ iutro- 
( ucing it in a long preamble, calling at- 
tention to the services performed by 
newspapers of the nation as tho chief 
weapons ol defense against olliciul cor- 
ruption and vice, and reciting that it 
has become their duty and right to ex- 
pose public scandal so long us they do 
not, in printing and writing, abuse the 
liberty granted thorn. In conclusion 
t ie resolutions call upon the president 
of tlie league to petition the legislatures 
to pass a general libel law worded as 
follows : 


"Before any suits shall be brought for 


the publication of a libel in any news- 
paper in thii state the aggrieved party 
shall, at least three days before filing or 
giving the complaint in such suit, serve 
u notice on the publisher or publishers 
of said newspaper nt their principal 
offices of publication, specifying the 
statements in the z?.v\ article which hu 
or they may allege to be false or defam- 
atory. If it shall appear on the trial of 
said 'action that the article was pub- 
lished in good faith, that its falsity was 
due to a mistake or misapprehension 
of the facts, and that a full and fair re 
traction of nny statement therein al- 
leged to lie erroneous was published in 
the next regular issue of such news- 
paper, or incase of daily papers, within 
three days after such mistake or mis- 
apprehensions 
waa brought to the 


knowledge of such publisher or pub- 
lishers in as conspicuous a place in such 
paper as was the article complained of 
IB libelous, then the plaintiff in such 
cases shall recover only actual dam- 
igea. Provided, however, that the pro- 
visions of this act shall not apply to the 
case of any libel against any candidate 
or a public otlice in this state unless 
,he retraction of the charge ia made ed- 
torially in a conspicuous manner at 
least three days before election, in caso 
such libelous article was published in a 
daily newspaper; if published in a 
weekly paper, at least ten days be- 
'ore the election." The resolution was 
adopted.

^Berkeley and has a brother in Ban Jose. 

Those 
who were with him on the car said he 
was knocked off by a brakeman, but tlie 
evidence at the inquest tonight was that 
in hie hurry to escape the train hand he 
accidentally fell beneath the wheels. 
The coroner's jury attached no blame 
to either of the brakemen of the train.

Colon arrived from Panama at midnight 
with two more survivors of the Colima 
on board. The men are Fred Johnson, 
a sailor, and Robert Qonzales, mess boy.

SANTA Gnu/, June 12.— Never 
has 


California witnessed such a ecene aawao 
on the San Lorenzo river this evening. 
Thousands of people crowded the grand- 
stand and boxes, while over half aa many 
dotted tho neighboring hills. 


It was the water carnival that at- 
racted the crowd aud the scene eclipsed 
he gayest days in old Venice. Under 
a canopy of thousands of incandescent 
ights that stretched across the entire 
width of the river and beneath the glare 
of a score of calcium lights sailed the 
iro^eesion, composed of nearly 200 gon- 
dolas, akitfa, boats and biirges. On high 
elevations Chinese lanterns 
allowed 


hoir light, while for a background wore 
red and green lights. While the pro- 
session slowly passed up the river amid 
,bo plaudits of thousands of voices a 
nsilado of rockets which Bounded like 
ho booming of cannons was kept up 
and as the multitudu of colored sparks 
descended into the water the brilliancy 
of the scene was indescribable. 
Firtt came the queen's barge with tho 


;olden throne. The pretty maids of 
lonor, the pages and the body guards 
vere in the gondolas, which were pro- 
pelled by gondoliers. When thu queen 
wue led to the throne the scene showed 
a long line of gondolas aa far as the eye 
lould see. Each of thu gondolas waa il- 
uminated with strings of Chineao lan- 
terns and Venetian lights. Beside the 
queen's float came the gondola of the 
grand marshal and aids, who saluted the 
lueen aa they passed on.

For 


ivor two hours the river was a tlood of 
itfht., with the youth and beauty of the 
city in Venetian costumes sailing up and 
lown. In some of tho gondolas wero 
singers with musical instruments, the 
music adding to the gaiety of tho affair.

Tlie clurks' gondola was 
lluminatcd also by Chinese lanterns 
ind in a temple gat, a thing of beauty. 
Vnother gondola represented u cunip- 
Ire, while the capttol gon.lola repru- 
entcd tho dome of the state capitol, 
rom which swung scores of Venetian 
ik-iita.

The Public Administrator liaa Ap- 


plied for Letters on His 


Estate. 


A suit is on trial in Judge Carter's 


court which has developed the fact that 
another man of this county has myste- 
riously disappeared, and the facts sur- 
rounding his disappearance are such 
that 
the public administrator has 


thought in .necessary to take charge of 
the estate, and has accordingly applied 
for letters of administration. 
Tho prop- 


erty left by the missing man is not of 
much value. 


Thomas Wackford was tho name of 


!ho man who disappeared two years 
ago. Ho left Fresno to go to a mine ho 
!iad on Sayle creek, about thirty miles 
northeast of Fresno. He had been stop- 
ping witn Harry Cotton in thia city, 
mil when lie took his departure, he said 
lie intended to go to Sehna, from there 
to Sanger, and from that town to his 
mi no. He has never been heard of 
since. From the fact tlmt ho left prop- 
erty scattered about the country, and 
from the fact tlmt there seemed no red- 
son why lie should leave the country, it 
lias been suggested that ho was mur- 
dered. 


The mine which ho owned when ho 


left, and which is now claimed by James 
Burton, who has a lawsuit in court 
with D. L. Ashbrook concerning tho 
property, was once considered one of 
the beat mines in the county. It was 
originally owned by Jack Thome, who 
sold it for *f>000 to Thomas Wackford, 
J. W. Sharp, James Wyatt and Mr. 
Doke. Sharp sold his interest after- 
ward for $1000, and the property de- 
clined in value, and became mixed up 
in 
litigation, 
till finally 
Wackford 


bought it on a judgment, tmd owned it 
whtm he disappeared. After he had 
Ueeu gone a year or more, and the claim 
had lapsed, it was taken up by James 
Burton, and Jesse Morrow became in- 
terested. 


Persons who livo in the neighborhood 


of the mine, and who have long been 
icquainted with Wackford, do not be- 
lieve he ia dead. They e»y that ho was 
In the habit of going away without let- 
ting any onu know where ho wits going. 
At one time he was absent oight 
months, and then returned. 


Matt Burton, who is well acquaint- 


ed with Wackford, waa seen yesterday 
on the subject, and expressed himself 
as nor tui n that tho man Is iilivo and 
well, probably out somewhere prospect- 
ing. 
There ia little personal property 


belonging to his estate. This property 
consists of tools, n few household arti- 
cles and an arrastre. 


It ia said that Wackford told Chris 


Peterson of his intention of going away, 
but did not buy whom ha would go or 
how long he would remain absent. He 
nave Peterson the key to tho cabin, tell- 
ing him to tako caro of things, This 
would indicate tlmt ho went away, and 
was not murdered. 


On tho other hand, there are persona 


who claim that the matter looks mapi- 
ciotia and that Wackford's whereabouts 
should be inmiired into.

CLOSE THE LOTTERIES. 


The ordinance prepared fur the sup- 


pression of lotteries and dealing in lot- 
tery tickets iu this city, which will come 
before the Board of Trustees for action 
at tho next meeting, eftuuUl bo adopted. 
Under tho provisions of the state and 
general laws it is diilicult to secure evi- 
dence, necessary for a conviction, and 
the law is practically a dead letter. Sev- 
eral attempt B have been made to close 
the Chinese lotteries in thte city, one 
constable ol this township having pone 
eo far aa to appoint a deputy for the 
avowed purpose of securing evidence to 
bring those concerns to account lor their 
unlawful business, but no results hftvo 
followed appreciably decreasing the evil. 


If it he within the range of legal pos- 


sibility to frame an ordinance under 
which the lottery business can be sup- 
pressed in Fresno, it should be done by 
all means. All lottery business is de- 
moralizing, and a financial disadvantage 
to the community, but the Chinese lot- 
teries are especially BO. Their frequent 
drawings and the lo«- price of tickets 
attract the patronage of boys and peo- 
ple of small means, and the gambling 
habit is thug acquired by the young 
and by those who can least afford Lo in- 
dulge in tho pernicious vice. Scores of 
boye are known to spend all the money 
they can got in the lotteries ol China- 
town, and it ia a eelf-evident fact that 
they aro recruiting schools for the crim- 
inal element which keeps our courts 
buay and our penitentiaries full of in- 


trocise following of tho rule to turn one 
cheek when tho other is smitten— wheu 
the ono cheek happens to belong to soino 
other man's fare. Tho indifference of 
Christian nations to p-trocities which 
have con tinned through a long neries of 
months ia astounding. To he sure, an 
investigation of t-omo sort has dragged 
ts 
slow length along, and 
finally 


European nations have demanded the 
Cation of the atrocities, but as yet lit- 
tle or nothinu ban resulted from either 
investigation or demand. It ia time for 
radical action.

*ter to 


tho Vnited States, wrote a letter to Sen- 
ator Kyle ol South Dakota last Febru- 
ary, iu which he said that in his opin- 
ion there would hiivo been no uprising 
ol the Royalists in Hawaii "had it not 
hfon for the conviction ol tlie Queen's 
adherents that they would have the 
moral support ot tho government :it 
Washington."

The same difuculty wi'.l be raised in 


regard to the second proposed ordinance, 
an excellent one in UeuH, proposed by 
Trustee Spinney. This ordinance prac- 
tically forbids the sale of liquor in sa- 
loon annexei. and parlors to women. 
Tbe evil is widely recognised, and it is 
freely asserted that numbers of young 
women have traced their drat down- 
ward step to the secrecy assured by eido 
entrances and private rooms with hinh 
partitions connected with saloons. On 
the other band the opponents of the 
proposed measure claim that it is really 
clans legislation; that no obstacles are 
plated in the way of tho wealthy and 
privileged visitors to hotels, and that 
such an ordinance has been demonstrat- 
ed to be totally ineffective in San Fran- 
cisco, where the saloonkeepers who lent 
themselves to thia class of trade simply 
took out, restaurant licenses and served 
crackers, cold meat and other light re- 
freshments, to cover the violation of the 
letter of the law. It is also contended 
that the statute would in tlie end super- 
sede local legislation, even aa waa dem- 
onstrated at a cost of about $7000 in tho 
contest between the salooukeepera and 
the, supervisors Ust year.
